To enable these plans, we've

Right now, Wiens said, there are no 
affordable housing programs for the 
municipality or the private sector to 
tap into. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi said in 
its planning discussions town council 
tried to get ahead of the need for afford¬ 
able housing by encouraging rentals and 
secondary dwellings. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said he brought 
up affordable housing during a federal 
pre-budget consultation in Niagara ear¬ 
lier last Monday. 

Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp said afforda¬ 
bility was a major topic at a seniors hous¬ 
ing forum in Pelham last May. Develop¬ 
ers attending the forum said supplying 
affordable housing would required more 
than giving directions to developers to 
build it. The public would have to share 
the costs with the developers.
